Rabin: No moral 
force or value 
to resolutions 


Prime Minister Yitthak Rabin 
last night stated that Israel 
categorically rejected the two UN 
resolutions, saying they had no 
moral force or value. 

In a statement issued 85 soon 
as the results of the votes in the 
UN Genera! Assembly were re- 
celved in Jerusalem, Rabin sald that 
Israel would not negotiate with the 
PLO, and would ‘not cooperate 
with a committee proposed by the 
General Assembly to implement the 
rights of the Palestinians. 

Rabin said: “These resolutions 
have no moral force or value. The 
Government of Israel will not co- 
operate with the committee set up. 
The Government of Israel will not 
hold discussions with terrorist 
groups calling themselves the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization.” 

Be also said that the nations 
which voted in favour of the re- 
solutions “have assumed a heavy 
responsibility for a step which will 
encourage terrorist organizations 
whose goal is to destroy a UN 
member nation — Israel.” 

David Landaw adds: 

Officials in Jerusalem have made 
it clear, meanwhile, that Israel in- 
tends to proceed with the imple- 
mentation of the Sinai interim 


agreement despite Εἰ viola- 
tion — by its actions at the UN 
and by President Sadat’s anti-

taking to tone down hostile pro- 
pagands and diplomatic warfare. 

Rabin stressed in a 
pecan in last week that he con- 
sidered Mr. Sadat's statement a 
violation of the accord. But of- 
ficials say the Premier's statement 
should not be seen, at this stage, 
as an implied threat to halt im- 
plementation of the accord in re- 
action to Egypt's failure to honour 
its undertakings. 

Egypt's violations of the pro- 
paganda and diplomatic warfare 
Pledges, while 2 blatant breach of 
the understandings arrived at 
through Dr. Kissinger, were not 
construed in Jerusalem as “a ma- 
terial breach" which volds the 
agreement, the officials Indicate.

The volume of cargo handled 
dropped by 14 per cent between 
April and September in Haifa Port 
and by 27 per cent in Ashdod, 
Peretz said. He pointed out that 
the port workers earn a low basic 
salary and depend on premiums 
and norms for most of their earn- 
ings. Because of the situation, their 
pay cheques have shrunk, he sald. 
Ports Authority spokesman Micha 
Halevy, in a statement yesterday, 
Came out against an inquiry com- 
mittee. Apart from “objective 
reasons” for the port slump (a 
drop in imports due to the Govern- 
ment's economic policy), he also 
blamed the situation on the “credi- 
bility gap” in Ashdod Port, caused 
by internal disputes and poor ser- 
vice, which has drained away busi- 


ness to Haifa Port. 

It is the customer, and not the 
Ports Authority, who decides where 
to ship his ‘Halevy stressed. 
“And it will not help io pin the 
blame on the port director or the 
Ports Authority... the best solution 
is for the workers to do everything 
they can to give the port back its 
good name.” 

At present, most of the container 
ships are Haifa Port, because 
Ashdod lacks the costly equipment 
to move containers.

U.S. Although Kissinger did not 
say when Murphey would return 
to Damascus, other American offi- 
elals expressed the opinion that the 
Ambassador would be dispatched 
later this week. 

Kissinger, preased by a reporter 
whether the U.S. was moving in the 
direction of eventually d with 
the PLO, said: “I don't know what 
more we can say until the PLO 
bas declared its intentions.” 


Kissinger added that even if the 
PLO does eventually change its po- 
sition and stop calling for the re- 
placement of Israel by a “secular” 
Palestinian state, the U.S. would 
have to see what the exact PLO 
position was before deciding how 
to proceed. “A great deal would 
depend on the manner in which 
they declare their intentions,” Kis- 
singer said. 

On the issue of U.S. arms to 
Egypt, Kissinger repeated that the 
U.S. held only “general discussions” 
with President Sadat on this issue, 
and that Egypt has not placed a 
specific request before the U.S. for 
specific items. 

Kissinger said that when the 
Egyptians make such 2 specific re- 


quest, the U.S. will make a final Of 


decision. He inalsted that the Ad- 
ministration would consult fully 
with the Congress defore reaching its 
decision. In any case, the Secretary 
continued, the Congress has the 
authority, under the Nelaon-Bing- 
ham Amendment to the Foreign 
Military Sales Act, to veto arms 
sales worth more than $25m. 

Asked whether the Administre- 
tion was “setting up” the public for 
an eventual decision to supply arms 
to Egypt, Kissinger replied: “The 
public is being told exactly what 
the situation is.”

Giant rescue crane for 


Tel Aviv fire brigade

TEL AVIV. — “Aviv-15" effortlessly 
hoisted Meira far up in the air, 
swung her around full circle, and 
left her swaying indignantly, with 
the wood panelling on the under- 
side of her running-boards visible 
to all. 

“Aviv-15” is the name of the 
newest Tel Aviv Fire Department 
vehicle — a gigantic American-made 
80-ton hydraulic rescue crane, whose 
ignition keys were handed over yes. 
terday to the local fire chief. Meira 
is the Fire Department’s oldest im- 
Ported fire engine. It was brought 
over from England in 1930 and 
pamed after the city’s first mayor, 
Meir Dizengoff. Its gleaming red. 
paint is still regularly polished by 
the crew members at the city’s main 
fire station, on Rehov Basle. 

The giant crane was purchased in 
the U.S. for IL22m. as part of 
Mayor Lahat’s plan to modernize

Handing over the keys to “Aviv- 
15," he noted that the arrival of 
the huge crane “introduces a new 
era of rescue capabilities to Tel 
Aviv. Such a crane can be of inval- 
uable use in peace time and even 
more 50 in time of war.” 

“Aviv-15" can reach a height of 
36 metres. An American expert 
taught firemen here how to operate 
it, and they report that it is as 
mobile as any ordinary truck on city 
streets. 

But its days of glory are num- 
bered, as a far taller rival is ex- 
pected to join it in early sum- 
mer. The new crane will cost IL3.5m. 
and will enable fire-aghters to climb 
50 metres with hoses, dry-ice foam, 
oxygen or electric lines. This 
crane, the tallest of its kind in the 
world, will make possible efficient 
and speedy rescue in high-rise 
buildings. 

Among other new rescue vehicles 
recently acquired is a I1L700,000 
tractor which can lift a 16-ton load 
and a 10-ton fork-lift.

Ing, the O.C. Nahal, Aluf-Mishne 
Ra’enan Sharir, told military cor- 
respondents on Sunday at ἃ press 
conference marking Nahal Day, 
which is observed this month. 

On the 36 months’ compulsory 
service, 23 to 25 months are now 
devoted to military service and the 
remainder to farming, combined 
with security duties. The military 
period of Nahal service used to be 
19 months. 

The change is part of the IDF’s 
drive to achieve maximum exploita- 
tion of its manpower resources. 

Another change planned is to en- 
able more Nahal men to become 
officers and NCO's, instead of a set 
percentage of each settlement group 
(garin) as at present. If the plan 
is approved, those men capable and 
willing to sign on for extra terms 
will be sent to command courses, 
enabling them to serve as com- 
manders in the reserves after com- 
pleting compulsory service. The per- 
centage arrangement has come un- 
der criticism, mainly because many 
top-quality conscripts volunteer for 
Nahal and their high command po- 
tential goes unexploited. 

Sharir said.that all Nahal sol- 
diers today are trained in specific 
military skills. Combat-fit men serve 
in “Airborne Nahal"  paratroop 
units or the Armoured Corps; and 
those with lower medical profiles, 
who used to spend more time on 
settlements, are now posted to the 
Artillery or the Medical Corps or 
to rear-echelon duties such as 
“‘quarter-masters. 

Complaints that Nahal entailed a 
waste of manpower were best 
answered by the corps’ contribution 
to settlement and security, Sharir 
said. He also believed Nahal made 
@ moral contribution to the IDF 
in that it is the only corps which is

not devoted exclusively to fighting. 

Sharir also stressed Nahal’s role 
in training substandard conscripts, 
who would otherwise be rejected 
for service. The corps runs a special 
base at which several hundred 
youths receive basic educatioh as 
well as learning a military trade. 

Nahal now has 12 settlement out- 
posts (he'ahzuyot) inthe West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, of which four 
are to become civilian settlements 
this year. Another outpost, Haruvit, 
east of El Arish, will be set up 
next month. 

There has been an increase in 
the number of youngsters joining 
settlement groups and volunteering 
for Nahai service since the Yom 
Kippur War. This is seen as ἃ 
reflection of a change in values 
undergone by the country’s youth 
since the war.

A straightforward description of 
the Arab boycott in an official U.S. 
Government publication has drawn 
the ire of the Israel-America Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry — 
because the author failed to in- 
clude a condemnation of the hoy- 
cott. 

The description appears in an 
article entitled “Mideast Trade and 
the Boycott” in the October 13 
Issue of “Commerce Today,” pub- 
lished by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. The author is Rogers 
Morton, who has since been re- 
placed as Secretary of Commerce 
by Elliot Richardson. 

Morton wrote: “Boycott sanctions. 
are not applied by Arab countries 
against U.S. or. other foreign firms 
which engage in routine commer- 
cial trade with Israel. Thousands 
of companies in the U.S. Europe 
and Japan continue to market their 
goods and services profitably to 
both the Arabs and Israelis... 

“Firms are boycotted on the 
more-specific grounds of having a 


main or branch factory, joint ven- 
ture or assembly plant in Israel... 
licensing their technology, patents 
or trade names to Israel firms... 
exploring for natural resources in 
Israel..." 


In a letter to Richardson, cham- 
ber president Yitzhak Modai, MK, 
organization “protests 
most strongly Mr. Morton's inform- 
ing the American business com- 
munity as to the terms of the boy- 
cott without any qualification what- 
soever, either on his part or on 
the part of the Department.” 

Modai reminds the new Secretary

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Seller, not buyer 
must pay fee 
for car transfer 


Sellers of cars will have to re- 
gister the transfer and pay the 
fees, instead of the buyers a3 until 
now, according to an amendment 
to the transport regulations. 


This was one of a2 series of 
amendments signed by ‘Transport 
Minister Gad Ya'acobi this week. 
Shifting the responsibility from the 
buyer to the seller aims at elimin- 
ating a problem created in the past 
when buyers failed to register the 
transfer of ownership. The previous 
owners were often plagued by 
various authorities which had them 
on record as still owning the 
vehicles. 


Other amendments require 1976 
car models to have additional safe- 
ty features. These include a side- 
view mirror, padded dash boards, 
recessed door handles, dual brake 
systems with failure-warning de- 
vice, and triple-anchored belts. 

Slow-moving vehicles or those 
with an oversized load, according 
to another amendment, will be 
obliged to get off the road or even 
stop on the shoulder to permit other 
vehicles to pass safely. 

These regulations will become ef- 
fective 30 days after they are 
gazetted — in a few days, accord- 
ing to the Transport Ministry.

— The International Trans- 
port Workers Federation (ITF) 
has cabled Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi asking him to recon- 
sider his recent decision to permit 
ships to leave Haifa Port without 
qualified harbour pilots.

Port manager to make the decision 
was recently published in the offi- 
cial gazette. The ITF warned that 
this involved a risk to the safety 
of navigation. 


The internation federation an- 
nounced that it fully supported the 
objection of the Israel Marine Of- 
ficers Union to the order, and 
urged the minister to reach a set- 
tlement with the ;union, It warned 
‘that otherwise it'would be obliged

The union secretary, Adam Chis- 
ik, said last night that the ITF 
had intervened in the matter at 
the union’s request. He said that 
if the federation did go ahead and 
inform member unions, international 
shippers would boycott Haifa Port.

SPANISH SAHARA. — Thousands 
of disgruntled Moroccans streamed 
back across their own frontier yes- 
terday from Spanish Sahara, their 
“peace march of conquest” at an 
end.

CEMENT ORDERS PILE UP 
Nigeria reneges on its credit 


‘LONDON (UPI). — International 


Some described it as virtually un- 
precedented. 

“We are trying to sort out the 
situation,” sald a for 
London's Baltic Exchange, centre of 
world freight chartering. 

The financial fracas stemmed 
from a buildup in recent months 
of a vast “mountain” of cement off 
the Nigerian capital and chief port, 
Lagos. 

Months ago the Nigerian Army, 
for reasons best known to itself, 
Ordered no less than 20 million 
tons of cement worth an estimated 


ἃ network of traffic freeways, con- 


struct high rise buildings in every 
Nigerian city and still leave a lot 
of cement over for whoever could 
find other uses for it. 

Soon ships started arriving at 
Lagos, loaded down to the gun- 
whales with cement. By this autumn 
they were backed up outside the 
port as far as the eye could see, 
waiting for unloading berths. 

Owners of the stranded vessels 
found so-called ‘“demurrage" or 
waiting costs piling up alarmingly. 

By mid-October 400 vessels, 
weighed down with cement, were 
moored off Lagos, with an incre- 
dible 450 days to wait before they 
could expect to discharge their 
cargoes and head for home. 

Some reports estimated the walt- 
ing costs had reached $1.5m. a day. 

About three weeks ago repre- 
sentatives of the cement firms were 
summoned to what were described 
as “renegotiation” talks in Lagos. 


U.S. group in Cairo

Women will ANGLO-SAXON. ATTITUDE: 


do more 
‘men’s jobs’ 


GENEVA. — No large rise in 
the number of working women 
in the world is expected by the 
year 2,000, according to a 
booklet published by the Inter- 
national Labour Office. But 
more women will be doing what 
are now considered ‘‘men's 
jobs’' — and men consequently 
may have to do more 
housework. 

The booklet gives statistical 
information on female par- 
ticipation in the world Rabour 
force and shows longterm 
trends for the rest of this cen- 
tury. In the year 2,000, it says, 
women will represent about 
one-third of the total labour 
force, as they do today, but 
they will be doing different 
kinds of work, More women 
will be paid for work per- 
formed and more will be in 
modern-type production and 
services. 

Today, the female labour 
force in the developing world 
numbers about 358 million; by 
the year 2,000 it is expected to 
number some 588 million. 
Although the world’s female 
labour force grows more slowly 
than the number of men in the 
labour market, says the ILO 
booklet, it is undergoing deep 
changes as ἃ result of economic 
and social development. For in- 
stance, fewer and fewer young 
girls are expected to join the 
labour force, because of 
greater schooling and training 
opportunities. 


The decline of small-scale 
farming, the upsurge in ser- 
vices and industrial activity, 
inereased urbanisation, more 
child-care facilities and almost 
equal employment oppor- 
tunities — as well as unemploy- 
ment risks — will change 
women's role in family life. 
Men, although keeping their 
share of the labour market, 
may have to do more of the un- 
paid household tasks which at 
present are done mainly by 
women.

obstetricians have reported in 
medical publications that they have 
patients who had been taking the pill 
in the beginning of their pregnancy 
without knowing they were pregnant 
and whose babies were born 
malformed.

If half of all 
women have taken the pill at some 
time, one can expect that some of 
them who are going to have 
malformed babies also took the pill 
during early pregnancy.

He pointed out that ‘‘this 
question cannot be answered from 
the clinical data, because some 
women having babies with malfor- 
mations will have been on the pill 
and others not, and one does not 
know whether there are more on the 
pill than one would expect.

DESCRIBING the interview tech- 
nique adopted, Prof. Davies said that 
specially experienced public health 
nurses interview the mother within 
48 hours after delivery. The woman 
is asked about her previous obstetric 
history, the babies she has had, the 
pregnancies that went wrong, etc. 
The nurses can check this informa- 
tion with the lists of babies born in 
Jerusalem during the last 11 years, 
which are completely recorded and 
stored in the computor memory of 
the Jerusaiem Perinatal Study.

The researchers also look into 
other matters: whether the woman 
is religious, if she smokes or has had 
bad habits or diseases, because these, 
ἴσο, might effect the health of the 
baby. In Jerusalem they no longer 
ask the women if they drink alcohol, 
because the answer, when affir- 
mative, is usually that they drink 
half a glass of wine on Friday nights. 

Jerusalemites having babies to- 
day fall in two broad groups: the 
young couples who have onc to three 
children — and the other group com- 
prising Arabs, im from 
‘Arab countries together with the 
very orthodox who have eight, ten or 
more babies. Because they do not 
practise contraception, mothers 
from this second group reappear 
every year and in fact produce half 
of all the babies born in Jerusalem. 
On the whole, Prof.- Davies said, 
these people are poorer, have a 
lower level of education, do not use 
contraceptives and do not amoke or 
drink — “That is why many ef our 
questions are not relevant to them, 
and why we ask how orthodox they 
are.”* 
Questions are also asked about the 
mikva (ritual bath), whether 
pregnancies were intended or not. 
Replies so far show that 70 per cent 
intended to have a baby, but 30 
per cent did not plan to become preg- 
nant either at this time or at all. In 
the latter group about half used con- 
traceptives, so one can say that 16 
per cent of babies born are due to a 
failure of contraceptive methods; 10 
per cent did not plan the baby, but 
did not do anything to stop it. In this 
connection, Prof. Davies pointed out

Israeli scientists discover drug that 
relieves migraine, menstrual pains 


REHOVOT — A drug introduced to 
treat arthritis has been found effec- 
tive in relieving both migraine 
headaches and menstrual! pains by a 
team of Weizmann Institute scien- 
tists and Israeli physicians. 

In their work with migraine suf- 
ferers — among whom women out- 
number men by five to one — Prof. 
Hans R, Lindner and Dr. Uriel Zor of 
the Weizmann Institute, working 
with Drs. Arie Schwartz of Zahalon 
Hospitat in Jaffa and Ya'akov 
Vardi of Ichilov Hospital in Tel Aviv,

Only the speculators 
gained by Natad reversal

TWO QUESTIONS must be asked 
concerning the Finance Minister's 
reversal of the decision to tax Natad 
gains. First, was the Tax Com- 
missioner‘s original decision to tax 
the gains legal? Second, is there ac- 
tually a need to tax Natad? 

The legalities of the situation 
seem to be unclear. According to the 
law governing foreign currency 
deposits, gains resulting from 
devaluations are not taxable. 
However, it is questionable whether 
Natad can be defined as such a 
deposit. 

‘The Natad rates change daily in 
response to demand and supply. 
Moreover, the ownership of the 
foreign currency represented by 
Natad changes dally. Furthermore, 
the price fluctuations go beyond the 
changes in pound/dollar rate, hence 
the additiona) gains are clearly tax- 
able. It must also be considered that 
Natad is often used to purchase local 
and foreign shares and it ts difficult 
to regard such forms of investment 
as a tax exempt deposit. 

It is true that some Natad in- 
vestors purchase dollars as protec- 
tion against further depreciation in 
the pound, profiting not only from 
the devaluation differences but also 
from the speculative gains resulting 
from over-demand for Natad. These, 
however, are a minority, and such 

iins are taxable. 

The legal position seems, 
therefore, to support the view that 
‘Natad is not in fact a deposit which 
should be tax-exempt, and s' 
that the Tax Commissioner was

Certainly if the economic situation 
is as difficult as the Finance 
Minister says it is, necessitating cer- 
tain sacrifices on the part of the 
public, then greater equality in our 
tax system is necessary. It comes 
across as rather odd that in these 
erucial times, when wage earners 
are taxed in every possible manner, 
profits from shareholdings (clearly 
ἃ capital gain) and Natad are tax 
free. 

Critics of the tax on Natad pointed 
out that it would prompt those 
affected to transfer their foreign 
currency holdings to other countries. 
But this could be dealt with in two 
ways: legally, transferring money 
or maintaining foreign accounts is 
forbidden, and a matter for the 
police to handle. Economically, the 
Treasury could act to increase the 
interest rates on forelgn currency, 
thereby attracting more foreign 
currency deposits. 

Other critics maintain that 
savings would decline as a result of 
the tax on Natad, since investors 
might fear that indéxJinked bonds 
are next in line. But the Finance 
Minister has stated in no uncertain 
terms that the bonds will not be tax- 
ed, 

The savers, therefore, would have 
nothing to fear. It is, rather, the 
speculators and tax evaders who 
would be endangered. By reversing 
the decision to tax Natad the 
Finance Minister has only served to 
perpetuate the old policy of runing 
the economy according to the in- 
terests of the latter group and has 
unfortunately done nothing to aid the 
former.

Sherutei Neft to 
build tanks

Meanwhile, the firm has assembl- 
ed a fleet of tanker trucks to serve 
the civilian economy in event of 
emergency, Ofer disclosed. The 
vehicles are stored in special 
warehouses.

BEIRUT . — 
“FIELD MARSHAL TOMATO" 
is a big man in our 
neighbourhood. Until recently 
an obscure, paunchy taxi-driver, 
lie has emerged in the Lebanese 
civil war as the local com- 
mander of a militia group con- 
trolling a nearby biock. Armed 
with an assault rifle and hung 
with field glasses, he mans a 
doorway command post from 
dawn, surrounded by crates of 
tomatoes and pyramids of 
cigarette cartons which he 
retails on the black’ market that 
has emerged here with the war. 

Our tomato marshal is a Chris- 
tian Phalangist, but he has his 
counterparts in Moslem 
neighbourhoods — men, and 
boys, the.street people, who in 
this pecullar wartime have 
supplanted the sleek Lebanese 
normally controlling things in 
this capital. 

In the street fighting, Field 
Marshal Tomato's fighters have 
suffered no losses. The 
casualties tend to be non- 
combatants hit in shell-fire, 
sniped at by high-velocity rifles 
or kidnapped at roadblocks. 
Christians and Moslems are 
alike in preferring stand-off tac- 
ties. : 

Most fighters on both sides are 
teenage lads, usually poor and 
often from outlying areas. On 
the Moslem side, the cannon- 
fodder are boys from south 
Lebanon who have migrated to 
Beirut to find work in an over- 
centralised country. On the 
Christian side, the militia relies 
heavily on equally poor young 
people, many of them educated 


in remote mountain schools by" 


Maronite monks. Street fighters 
of Left and Right, Moslem and 


- Christian, share a resentful dis- 


like of Beirut, the urban centre, 
as the symbol of treachery and 
luxury. 


THE CITY has been saved from 
worse destruction by the poor 
quality of both sides’ weaponry 
— the noisy RPG bazooka 
bounces off concrete walls — 
and the Palestinians’ protection 
of buildings owned by their rich 
Arab backers: the Holiday Inn, 
for instance, was never shelled 
because it belongs to a Kuwaiti 
Minister. 

Beirut itself. has been drifting 
at the gunmen’s whims. The nor- 
mal Lebanese elite have long 
since evacuated theniselves to 
the mountains or Europe, depen- 
ding on their means. The exodus 
included most of the civil service 
and Ministries ceased to func- 
tion months ago. 

Despite the neglect, the city 
has held up remarkably well as 
an untended urban machine. 
Most areas are physically un-

damaged. Water and electrici- 
ty are better supplied than in 
normal times, apparently 


because the rich, thé con- 
spicuous consumers, have baled 
out. Telephones are subjected to 
heavy extra strain as worried, 
housebound residents com- 
pulsively ring one another for 


news. 

‘But the system has functioned 
remarkably well, at least until 
the first winter rains wrought 
their annual havoc. Food and 
drink have never been lacking. 
Field Marshal Tomato, mul- 
tiplied by thousands, sells 
produce from every safe street 
corner. Sheep reach the old 
resort beaches by fishing boat 
and are led to Palestinian areas 
for slaughtering. 

However, pharmacies are run- 
ning out of drugs. Blood plasma, 
for instance, is so polluted by 
desperate eleventh-hour collec- 
tion that a wounded American 
was evacuated sallow with blood 
Joss rather than risk a transfu- 
sion. Yet the pharmacies’ worst 
shortage is not anti-biotics, but 
tranquillizers and female con- 
traceptives —- suggesting that 
nervous tension and boredom 
are more widespread than 
bloodshed or disease. 

The city becomes frightening 
at night as gummen knock out 
street lights for protection and 
the acrid smoke of burning gar- 
bage obscures even the 
moonlight. Many foreigners are 
how alone in their buildings and 
worry that they may lie without 
help if anything happens to 
them. Fear aside, however, life 
is easy enough except that 
foreigners are often harassed. by 
the theft of thelr cars: stolen 
vehicles are rushed to gar 
workshops and remodelled into 
fighting-machines, sometimes 
with home-made armour. 


LEVANTINE INGENUITY 
even short-circuits the nastiest 
feature of civil war, the abduc- 


tions, often mutilations, simply 
because a victim's identity card 


showed the wrong religion. Well-" 


heeled Lebanese can now ac- 
quire duplicate identity card 
papers — available written to 
order at $40 per set from obliging 
local religious leaders who han- 
dle these formalities in this con- 
fessional state — with names 
and religion altered to conform 
to another sect. The only 
problem is to remember at 
roadblocks which pocket con- 
tains which religion. 

With similar resourcefulness, 
merchants whose shops are sbut 
or wrecked 561} from their cars. 
Hamra Street, once the most 
fashionable shopping area east 
of Rome, resembles an Oriental 
bazaar these days. On top of 
their parked cars, hawkers loud-, 
ly peddle consumer goods from 
socks to fur coats, from hooze to 
cassettes of Arabic music. 
Instead of sports cars, 
pedestrians clog the street, often 
only 500 yards from a tense front 
line. Cheap handbags are dis- 
played on the closed steel 
shutters or emptied boutiques. 
‘The scene, while probably only 
temporary, seems another 
aspect of the countryside’s 
at. nge against ἃ detested alien 
city. 

The “‘liberation bargains'' 
come from merchants who 
hesitate to put back their stocks 
into shops and from the looters, 


often , who sell their. 
booty at a fraction of its normal 
price. 


Other profiteers include arms 
dealers and smuggiers, the 
gunmen extorting protection 
money, the money-changers — a 
supreme Beirut breed — who 
-profit from departing Lebanese’ 
to work a currency exchange 
spread reaching 40 per cent: dis- 
counting cheques, they charge 
an additional 10 per cent. - 

Most characteristic of all, 
many i Lebanese have 
profited from the crisis to get on 
with some illegal private in- 
dustry while the police are too- 
busy to bother. Lebanese 
fishermen traditionally- chuck 
dynamite charges into the 
Mediterranean to ‘stun fish 
which otherwise would escape 
their old-fashioned nets, and now 
they have brought this illegal 
work right into the coastline: 
some do it from the shore, then 
phmge in to catch the stunned 
fish in their bare hands. 

Other beneficiaries are do-it- 
yourself builders who are. 
profiting from the distraction of 
the police to add new storeys or 
additions to their homes free of 
heavy building taxes. ‘‘My last 
addition was during the 1958 civil 
war," one remarked with un- 
intended irony.
